Five Cent Tax on Entire State Will 
Pay Into the State Road Fund 
Whether Counties Act or Not. 

<Si>eclaI BVAnkfort CorrespondeDcc.) 
Frankfort. — Commissioner of Roads 
R. C. Terrell has written to the coun- 
ty judges wUch have not applied for 
state aid under the act of 1914. urging 
them to do so and enclosins blank 
forms for the resolution of the fiscal 
court requesting aid. His letter fol- 
lows: 

"Ton will note from Uie enclosed 
list that thirty-seven dSnties have 
Uius far applied for state aid and that 
your county is not among the list. 
There remains but a trifle over a 
month of time in which the depart- 
ment win receive applications for 
state aid from the counties, it being 
necessary to fix a date so that 'an ap- 
portion can be made and work begun 
on the roads in order to give the coun- 
ties an idea of the amount of money 
that tbey will receive from the state. 
The date has been fixed for March 4, 
1915, after midnight of which date no 
applications will be received. 

"You are aware that a five-cent tax 
on the whole state, and your county 
as well as Jefferson county, will pay 
into the state road fund regardless 
of whether you make application or 
not. Jefferson county will pay one- 
fifth of the total state tax, or $120,- 
000 of the $600,000. the approximate 
state road fund. No county can get 
back more than two per cent; hence, 
Jefferson county would receive only 
$12,000, or approximately th.Tt amount, 
and the other money as well as that 
from other counties that pay a large 
portion of the tax, will be available 
for the poor counties in excess of the 
amount they pay in. 

"I call your attention to this fact 
and to the fact that you are missing 
an opportunity to receive from the 
state assistance in road building, 
which will not be kept open longer 
than the date mentioned, and In case 
you will fail to apply, the money does 
not accumulate to the credit of your 
county, but goes to the countips that 
do apply. Your prompt action in this 
matter and the action of your flsea." 
court as a body applying for state aid 
fs advisable. If you have any reasons 
for not applying, or if there are any 
questions you wish to ask. please state 
them without any hesitancy, as I will 
be glad to correspond with you or 
give you any information pos^sible 
concerning the state aid law. I would 
urge that you read chapters 86 and 87 
of the acts of 1914 and make your ap- 
plication in compliance with Section 
7 of Chapter .^7 on the blank here- 
with furnished."

Receipts Will Be $75,000. 
Thomas S. Byars, commissioner of 

motor vehicles, converted Into the 
state treasury $36,314.99 for automo- 
bile license fees, and $92, chauffeurs' 
license fees, collected since January 1. 
He estimated that the fees for the year 
will be upward of $75,000, and in 1916 
fees should run as high as $125,000. 
Licenses now expire oh Jantiary 1 of 
eacli year, but this year part of the 
fees have to be prorated, because of 
the change in the dates of expiration.

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THE DANGER SIGNAI^ 
W« iak« no part in tta* qaaml be- 
tween Senators James and Oamden other 
tbi^ to deplore its ocourrenoe. Person- 
ality should never have been injeuted 
into a question fraught wiih so much 
interest to the DemocrHtic party. The 
•abject matter should receive the most 
diapaniODate, Itindly aud dignified dis- 
oonion. NotbinR is gained by the bom- 
butio, axplosiva speeobes Uade by Sen- 
ator* Stone and James. The Democratic 
party it on trial and its deliberatioos 
should be siKnally calm. We do not be- 
lieve that he is, but if Senator Camden 
is Actuated by ulterior motives, the peo- 
ple will find it out in due season. It 
does not belong to bis fellow-senator to 
admini^tor obastisement. The so called 
ozeoriatkmi- of Senator James will re- 
boand accost him. All the wisdom is 
not lodged in his oraninm. 

The question of purcha&inK ships by 
the governmenl is not a democratic doc- 
trine. It IS expressly contrary to the 
fundamental party law as expressed in 
all the liemocratio platforms for the last 
twenty-five years. The Democratic par- 
ty at largo has had no opportunity to go 
on rocord and ezproaa either their ap- 
proval or disapproval of the same. Tbey 
have, for time out of memory, positively 
declared against ship subsidy. The ship 
purchase bill is not only a ship subsidy 
in ifs rakest sense, but far exceeds it, 
and to our mind is one of the most dan- 
gerous declarations yet put forward by 
any President. In short, it is nothing 
more than the ownership of public utili 
ties and a oontraliaed government, di 
rooted from Wabineton. The Demo- 
cratic party has fought the idea of cen- 
tralization from the very infancy of the 
party to the present time. Yet, despite 
all of the history of the Democraiic 
parly, the President, who stands as its 
leader, foists upon Congress this danger- 
ous bill and demands its passage. He 
has thrown the whole power of bis ad 
miniatration behind it and hi* ad minis 
uation takes tl)e chanoe of scuttling the 
Democratic s^ip of state OD the roolc of 
"ship purchase." 

Personally, we are violently opposed 
to it and we believe that every democrat 
who loves the party principles and who 
takes pleasnre in the party history, will 
likewise disapprove the measure. 

It is urged that it is absolutely neces- 
sary to own and control ships in order 
to correct exorbitant ocean freight rates. 
The argument is without the vestige of 
truth. There is not a ship that can 
touch the shores of the United States 
except by the consent of the United 
States. Before any ship loads its cargo 
and departs from our shores, it can be 
required to execute a contract that is 
both reasonable aud just to ship owner 
and to shippers. Congress has the ex- 
clusive tight to determine what rates 
•re right and proper and to exclude 
from the ocean carrying trade all ships 
that refuse to accept its decrees. They 
are nothing but common carriers, sub 
ject to the regulation of Congress, like 
the railroads and other common carriers 
of the interior. 

Theory of "exoessive freight rates," 
and "we are against the ship building 
trust," are but bogies brought into exis- 
tence to ^'ive seeming foundation for the 
passage of the ship purchase bill. 

It remains to be seen whether the 
President and the Democrtic Senators 
and Oongresamen who blindly follow bis 
load, will see the danger signal erected 
by tbo eight bolting Democrats in the 



Senate. Those who blindly follow the 
President, because he is president, and 
not beoanse he is right, are his worst 
enemirs. 

In ignoring the party platform, the 
President has set an example of insub- 
ordination and he can not complain that 
others exercise their sovereign right 
and delegated duty in voting against his 
pel measure. 



THE PAN-AMERICAN BANK. 

Hon. Harvey Helm introduced in the 
Hoiue of Representatives in Congress a 
bill, the object of which is to incorporate 
the Pan-American Bank to be lo- 
cated at Ancon, in the Canal Zone, with 
[y>wer to establish branch offices else- 
where. The bill provides ithai the 
United States governmenl shall sub- 
scribe to the capital stoCK and fixes the 
capital stock at $25,000,1 00, divided into 
shares of $100 each and fixes the number 
of 130,000 shares as the part tabe taken 
by the' Federal Government. The act 
provides that the said bank, with the 
consent of the Feberal Reserve Board, 
may make loans on real estate located 
in any country to the extent of :]5 per 
ceni of ihe capital stock set aside for 
the business in branch banks. 

Without hesitation we pronounce our- 
selves as unalterably and violently op- 
posed to the measnra. The general gov- 
ernment has no bnsiness to embark in 
the banking business any more than it 
has in any other private business. Means 
have already been devised by which the 
money of the people can be hoarded and 
placed under the control of one concen- 
trated bank directory which would en 
able a vicious board to entirely domi 
nate and oontrol the money of the Uni- 
ted Sutes. The object of the Federal 
Reserve Board and the banking aot was 
to prevent panics, bnt it most be borne 
in mind that all the national banks 
of the country and many of the state 
banks are under the control of ibis Fed 
eral liesarve Board, and it also must be 
borne in mind that it could be made one 
of the greatest political engines ever de- 
vised, and that it could, if it so desired, 
bring alwut the greatest financial crisis 
imaginable. 

The people have almost losi sight of 
the fact that ihe savings banks es- 
tablished by the Federal government 
throughout the country, operated by the 
postoiBces, have withdrawn from circu- 
lation many millions of dollars. The 
tendency of the times seems to be to 
give the Federal government complete 
control of the finanoes of the country, 
and when this end is accomplished the 
smaller business man will be swallowed 
up by the larger financial concerns of ihe 
country. Instead of the financial poli- 
cies being in aid of the people, it ap- 
pears to us that it is producing great 
concentration and ir bringing about a 
centralised financial government direct- 
ed from Washington. 

This bill should have a speedy death. 



Mr. William Van Fleet, a highly re- 
spected citizen of the Berea vicinity, 
died last Sunday of diabetes.

Mr. William Barnes, of Newby, died 
very suddenly at the residence of his 
daughter, Mrs. Vanarsdale, Wednesday 
night, of heart failure. The funeral 
was held at 12 o'clock Friday, the inter 
ment taking place in the family burying- 
ground near NOwby. He is survived 
by one daughter, who has the deepest 
sympathy of many friends. 

Miss Eva Duncan died at her home in 
Winchester, January 22, of dropsy of the 
heart. Deceased was born May 1, 1879, 
and was a devoted member of the Chris- 
tian ohurah. Several weeks ago she un- 
derwent an opertion in &iebmond,shortly 
after which she was ramoved to Win- 
chester, where she lingered until death 
relieved her suffering. Besides a host of 
friends she leaves a mother, four sisiers 
and two brothers to mourn her loss, 
all of whom have the deepest sympathy 
of everyone. The remains were interred 
in the Berea cemetery. 

Rev. James Parsons, a faithful ser- 
vant in the Master's work, died February

AT TWENTY minutes past ten 
o'clock Kriiiay evening, April 14. 
1865, Abraham Lincoln was shot by 
John Wilkes Hooth iu the back of tlie 
head behind the left ear and mortally 
injured. At 22 minutes past seven 
o'clock the next morning, Saturday, 
April 15, 1865, he died. 

There have been many and vast 
cbaolges since that fateful day, and the 
prayer wbicb Lincoln prayed that the 
country might be one again has been 
answered in a way that would have re- 
J<riced bis great heart. Not an ainii- 
▼ersary of bis birth and death has 
passed since his cruel taking off on 
wbicb some tribute has not been paid 
to bis memory, and ao it mill be to the 
end of time among generous Ameri- 
cans, wberever their residence or In- 
herited sentiments; for, however be 
may have been misjudged in the con- 
fusion and stress of antagonistic opin- 
ion, there is none now who does not 
praise him for Us conrace and liis 
fpftii*niii«»«« to bia honest convictions. 

He was bom in Ken}aolqr February 
12. 1809, and died in Washington AprU 
15. 1865, in his fifty-eeventh year' at 
the very zenith of hie, powers. The 
boobs are full of the story of his life 
and work, but Uiere are still many in- 
teresting facts connected with him 
that have not yet been noted, notwith- 
standing the industry of those who 
have collected great masses of every- 
thing they could find in any way con- 
nected with his llfe''and death. 

Mr. Lincoln, as sveryone knows, 
was shot by Booth while he was at- 
tending a theatrical performance at 
Ford's theater in Washington. "Our 
American Cousin" held the boards that 
night and Laura Keene was playing 
the part of Florence Trenchard for 
the last time. She had already per- 
formed the same part for a thousand 
nights Five years before she , had 
Dlayed the role at MoVickor s theater 



in Chicago tli' niKht of the day on 
which Mr. Linculn was nominated for 
president by the Republican conven- 
tion, in May, 18C0, and all unconscious 
of the terrible tragedy, sbe<>layed with 
uncommon cleverness, and A-hile yet 
the theater was ringing with laughter 
and applause, came the crack ot the 
pistol shot from the president's box 
that plunged the country into mourn- 
ing. 

After Mr. Lincoln had been shot he 
was removed across the street from 
the theater to the residence of Wil- 
liam Petersen, a highly respected mer- 
chant tailor, who lived directly oppo- 
site the playhouse, at 516 Tenth street* 
This house is still standing, as Is also 
the old Ford theater, and both are now 
owned by the government. There have 
been few dumsae In ttM Fatafaen 
house. 

For 40 years Osbom H. Oldroyd 
has been devoting himself to the as- 
sembling together of an Invaluable 
collection. In which are Included more 
than three thousand relics, which con- 
stitute, as Elizabeth Porter Gould has 
said, "one of the most interesting and 
valuable ever collected in behalf of 
a human being." The collection con- 
tains 250 funeral sermons, about sev- 
enty pieces of music, a thousand vol- 
umes relating to Lincoln, 300 portraits, 
busts and medals, photographs of 
Booth, pictures of the assassin, the 
family cradle in which the Lincoln 
children were rocked, an original black 
locust rail split by the young man, 
then never dreaming of the place be 
was to fill in the history of the world; 
the family Bible from which Lincoln's 
mother read to him when he was a 
boy, and literally tbousands ot other 
things in so^ie sort assoeiatod with 
the murdered prea^tent. 

♦^e First American." 

As Lowell said of him, Lincoln was 
the first American. 'Whitman calls 
him "the sweetest, 'wisest soul of all 
my days and lands." And today he, 
the leader in a great Civil war. is 
loved and revered by the South as by 
the North. Som^ of the noblest trib- 
utes ever paid to him have been those 
paid by the Southerners. He belongs 
to the whole nation, and he Is the 
only man since Washington of whom 
that can be M|i&
